calling the attention of the public 
to the issues. The motorcade, which 
lasted from 2:30 p.m. to 5:15 p. m., 
was led by Hogan, John Santo, na- 
tional director of organization;

WASHINGTON, April 8. —Presi- 
dent Truman added. another $1,- 
225,000,000 to the budget today. as 
he pushed further in his cold war 
to “stop Communism.” In separate 
messages to Congress, he asked 
$725,000,000 more for the airforce 
and $500,000,000 for the Export-Im- 
port Bank to lend to Western 
Hemisphere governments not in- 
cluded in the European recovery 
program. 
Chairman John Taber (R-NY) 
immediately called his committee 
together for a special meeting this 
afternoon to write the President’s 
new request into a bill. The meas- 
ure is expected to reach the House 
floor next week. 
The request on the Export-Im- 
port Bank was obviously aimed at 
giving Secretary of State Marshall 
a new trump card for his anti- 
Communist resolution in the Pan 
American Conference at Bogota.

Most Americans shrug their 
wmnmoulders when you say that our 
country has gone imperialistic. 
They think imperialism is just a 
European word for land-grabbing, 
and they don’t see the grabbing 
involved in encircling the world 
ee with bases, as George Marion de- 
jf. scribes it so well in his book, 
Bases and Empire. 
But imperialism is a stage of

Herrin is one of those intelligent capitalists, 

of whom we heard a good deal some time back, 
He's the chairman of the Committee for Economic 
Development, and it’s interesting to see who’s who 
in their Research and Policy Committee.

But he produces 
little more than the well-known facts 
that their labor leaders have, for 
the most part, been entrenched in 
their positions for many years and 
have developed vested interests in 
their “business unionism.”

HIS BOOK LEADS up to the 
labor leader of tomorrow“ who 
would also take interest in problems 
of productivit” and “efficiency.” 
Ginzberg holds that increased pro- 
ductivity must precede wage raises. 
He lays much stake in the “annual 
wage” and labor-management co- 
operation. In short, his ideal labor 
leader of the future might best be 
personified in Walter Reuther. 


“Labor leaders must change” 
writes Ginzberg or the “public will 
act.” The Taft-Hartley law is pre- 
sumably one example of the “pub- 
lic’s” action. With his eye on the 
labor leader of tomorrow, Ginz- 
berg says that “the leadership pat- 
tern has not yet jelled” in the labor 


rock over a period of some six or 
seven decades.
